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The Other Side

Last week Mr. Ashelman took me to task for by-passing the, 
regular GCS channels. It seems I discussed GCS operations in the 
Cooperator. Evidently Mr. Ashelman doesn’t like GCS affairs dis- 
cussed in channels of communication over which he has no control. 

The truth of the matter is that my experience with the chan- 
nels he prescribes convinced me that I would be wasting my time. 
Several months after I moved into Greenbelt I spoke to Mr. Ashel- 
man about the way skim milk was being sold by GCS. I pointed out, 
that GCS was getting 35 cents a pound when the wholesale price, 
was 1614 cents. I told him that I was buying it at the wholesale 
price and that I thought the GCS price was excessive. He passed 
it off by saying that in any case there wouldn’t be much of a de- 
mand—‘“‘you are an unusual consumer.” That, and another sugges- 
tion that was straddled, gave me the feeling that Mr. Ashelman 
had high regard for the grooves which the hucksters. had worked 
out for him. Furthermore, I learned that Greenbelt is full of peo- 
ple who had used the channels he recommended to no avail. An 
isolated consumer can easily be shrugged off. Greenbelt is full of 
people who, as isolated individuals, took an active interest in GCS 
only to find their interest impugned in public or ignored in private. 

An isolated individual appealing to the board on a disagree- 
ment with management really used to have a job on his hands. At 
a membership meeting it is fruitless to even bring up a matter 
unless there has been a full discussion before the meeting. In tha 
future I propose to do the following: 

1) Use the GCS channels where I feel matters have a fair chance 
of being settled properly (example: Price Checking Committee). 

2) Where I would be treated as “an unusual consumer” (i.e. a 
crank) I propose to communicate directly to Greenbelters through, 
my column. If Greenbelters see it my way, it is up to them to come 
to meetings and let their wishes be known. 

As far as having a personal ax to grind, I must admit that I 
come under that heading. My interest in Co-ops goes back to the 
middle thirties when the promises of consumer cooperation looked 
pretty good. As I see it, if there is to be any demonstration of how 
Co-ops can pay off on those premises, it will have to come from, 
places such as Greenbelt. Most of the Co-ops on the Eastern Sea- 
board are too preoccupied with just surviving to be able to do 

i Perhans Mr. Ashel- 
man may be content to operate GCS like a nice private little enter- 
prise. He can grind his personoal ax. Surely he doesn’t begrudge 
me the privilege of differing. I dare say that nothing I have said 
in my column about GCS is new to Mr. Ashelman. He has prob- 
ably heard all of it and more from individual members in private. 
A surprisingly large number of old-Greenbelt residents come up 
to me and say “you have expressed my thoughts exactly.” 

Mr. Ashelman boasts that GCS Drug prices “are in line with, 
the large drug chain in the area.” But surely an alert consumer 
can do better than buy at that chain. Why take a relatively poor 
source as a yardstick? I never mentioned the chain. Does Mr. 
Ashelman charge that the five Greenbelters I interviewed were 
talking through their hats? I assure you they were responsible 
people. Or does Mr. Ashelman think I invented the interviews? 

Mr. Ashelman accuses me of pasing as an expert in the garage 
business. I did no such thing. One doesn’t have to be an expert, 
to see that GCS management is just skimming the cream of the re- 
pair business in Greenbelt. Mr. Ashelman avoids the main theme 
of the article on the garage, namely, that the garage was not 
making the most out of the space available. Instead he chose to 
misrepresent me as implying that the “GI trainees are not able| 
to do good work”. Again, I did no such thing. 

As to work on generators or starters, does Mr. Ashelman, 
mean that whenever a generator or starter doesn’t operate, it has 
to be rebuilt? Does he deny that quite often what is merely need- 
ed is a small part or a tiny operation which can be provided at a 
fraction of the cost of a rebuilt jobi? 

Tf what I wrote in my column were “personal grievances” 
(which they aren’t) there are many Greenbelters who share them, 
with me. That must have been evident to Mr. Ashelman at the 


last membership meeting.

Negotiations To Be Resumed On 
Sale Of Greenbelt to Residents 


Mike Salzman, president of the Greenbelt Veterans Housing 
Corporation, has received word from John Taylor Egan ,Commis- 
sioner for Public Housing Administration, that the housing agency 
is ready to “resume negotiations” for the sale of Greenbelt. 

Salzman has informed the Co- 
operator that an executive meeting 
of GVHC will be held tonight to 
plan. a board meeting next Wed- 
nesday. It is expected that the 
board will announce 2 general 
membership meeting for a near 
future date. 

The sale of Greenbelt was with- 
drawn for a period of time because 
of the Korean war. It was an- 
ticipated by government officials 
that Greenbelt property could be 
used for dispersal and re-location 


of federal buildings. In recent 
months the withdrawal has been 
the subject of congressional inves- 
tigation. The decision te re-open 
negotiations is considered by au- 
thoritative sources to be the result 
of the investigations, which were 
headed by Senator Paul Douglas 
(Til. 


It is expected that the same por- 
tion of Greenbelt offered for sale 
by public advertisement June 8, 
1950, will be the area to be sold.

City Counci! Denounces Vandalism; 
Bus Service May Be Discontinued 


Councilman Steve Comings denounced the increasing vandal- 
ism in Greenbelt and recommended stronger enforcement of the 
ordinances prohibiting destruction of city property, at Monday 
night’s council meeting. He blamed the lack of parental responsi- 
bility for the destructiveness of local children and suggested that 


parents be made aware of the problem. 


It was disclosed that the gate at 
Indian Springs has been broken so 
oiten that it was necessary to fell 
trees to prevent illegal use of the 
area. A “home plate” was re- 
installed three times in one day by 
maintenance men because of van- 
dals in the ball field; a drinking 
fountain has peen in a» constant 
state of disrepair because of abuse, 
notwithstanding a sign placed near 
it stating the penalty for mistreat- 
ment. 

Terming the incidents “provok- 
ing”, Comings declared it was re- 
grettable that the activities of a 
tew are spoiling things for all. He 
cited the great expense in main- 
taining the recreation areas in the 
past and expressed the hope that 
it will not go to waste through 
vandalism. 

Comings remarks followed a 
piea by resident George Strick- 
land for improvement of the tennis 
court surface and euipment. City 
Manager Charles McDonald stated 
he will soon institute a plan where- 
by tennis enthuisasts will be re- 
quired to get the key to the tennis 
courts from the police station. The 
key-custodian will be responsible 
for the court while in use. The 
tennis court will be locked at all 
other times. 

Light Fixtures Denied 

An ordinance to transfer funds 
from surplus was defeated by 
Councilman Comings’ lone dissent- 
ing vote. The funds were to pro- 
vide new lighting fixtures for the 
library and the city administra- 
tion offices. The ordinance was 
presented for a first and second 
reading under a suspension of the

Discuss Ads, “Dollars And Sense”

Greenbelt Consumer Services and Cooperator relations was the 
subject of a heated discussion at the board of directors meeting last 


Friday night. 


Tt culminated the tensions that had been developing 


with both groups as a result of critical articles appearing in the 
Coopérator and decreased advertising on the part of GCS in the 


local newspaper. 

Sam Ashelman, general manager, 
said that the “Dollars and Sense” 
column was written from personai 
experiences anc not always accu- 
zate ‘or substantiated by facts. 
Harry Zubkoff and Isadore Parker, 
members of the newspaper staff, 
maintained that a newspaper’s re- 
sponsibility is to present criticism 
in an attempt to improve the co- 
operative. 

Present to. refute charges made 
by Morris Solomon in his “Dollars 
and Sense” column were Cy Pear- 
son, present manager of the Drug 
store, Al Bllerin, former manager, 
and Ed Burgoen, manager of the 
garage operations, Ashelman re- 
iterated the three channels set up 
through which criticism of opera- 
tions should come as stated in his 
letter of last week to the editor. 
Editor Zubkoft “dissected” Ashel- 
man’s letter in the light of the 
same inaccuracies and insinuations 
of which the paper stands accused. 
He said that, from personal ex- 
perience the channels were ineffec- 
tive. (They are: contact of man- 
agement by letter or personally, 
board meetings and membership 
meetings.) Milton Kramer, board- 
member, said that the editor hadn’t 
proved his point at all, except for 
one issue that he raised, namely,

McDonald dis- 
closed that conferences with PHA 
regarding the transportation sit- 
uation have been in progress, and 
that PHA is profoundly concerned. 
A plan to use three station-wagons 
is being explored; it would provide 
minimum loss and may suit local 
needs. Lastner reminded citizens 
present that council is aware of 
the deteriorating transit situation 
and is working hard te solve it. 

Seout Oring Present 

Present at the meeting was Stu- 
art Oring, local Boy Scout, who is 
studying the city government in 
preparation for a scout badge. His 
presence and remarks were inelud- 
ed in the official minutes of the 
meeting. Lastner stated that the 
council welcomed other citizens 
and junior citizens to learn the 
functions of the municipality.

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Rumors have been going around Greenbelt this past week to 
the effect that the Cooperator is in difficulty. This is to assure our 
readers that the rumors are perfectly true. 

However, we do not feel that this is the time to appeal to our' 
friends and neighbors for support—not in a financial sense, anyhow. 
We do, nevertheless, want the community’s help in an important) 
crisis. 

The Cooperator is going through a period of self-examination. 
We have agreed to sit down with ourselves and determine whether 
the course we have followed in past weeks is a proper one. We 
want, and will welcome, the opinions of Greenbelt’s Citizens to help 
is in this determination. 

We can all start at the same point by looking at the function 
of the Cooperator in Greenbelt. The newspaper is as old as the com- 
raunity. The material carried in its pages has been about, and by, 
residents of the city. The Cooperator has watched and reported, 
the growth of Greenbelt from an isolated housing project to a size- 
able city, and it too has had its growing pains. We have issued 
the paper every week since 1937, distributed it free of charge to 
the entire community, and have done it entirely through the labor 
and talent of devoted volunteer workers. Nobody, we say on the 
Cooperator staff, gets paid except the printer and the delivery boys. 

We of the Cooperator are members of other community groups. 
We are cooperators; our association is a true producer cooperative. 
Our duty, as we see it, is to inform the people of our community as 
best we can about what goes on around them. Our work is the 
ommunication, 

Where communication fails, ignorance takes its place, and 
brings with it apathy, misunderstanding, and mistrust. Where 
there is a means of communication, we believe it should be used. 
AI newspapers print things that people would rather not have hap- 
pen—disappointments, disasters, deaths—but that is what news- 
papers are for. Whether or not we like what happens it is our 
business to let the community in on it. 

For doing our job, we are accused of irresponsibility, and of 
keeping citizens from taking on other jobs of responsibility—we 
who have this great responsibility to the community and have done 
our best to carry it out. 

More important, we are accused of “bias” and “prejudice,” of 
refusing to state both sides of an issue. Newspapers are “biased” 
depending on who runs them. Belonging to the staff of the Coop- 
erator is a privilege available to anyone in the community who 
wants it, and is willing to work for it. Many citizens are not will- 
ing to sacrifice the time and energy required to keep the paper 
i follows that those of us who are willing must 
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going. It logically 
certainly be d’’—in favor of cooperatives and cooperative 
principles. In spite of our “bias”, we have felt it our duty as % 


newspaper to publish criticism of cooperatives, our own as well as 
others. We welcome the expression of opinion on both sides of any 
cuestion. We have never refused to publish any communication 
to the paper which was in the bounds of good taste. tf the paper 
had carried only one side of a story, it was because the other sidd 
felt it “unwise to get into idle controversy.” No communication, 
no information, no progress. 

Other newspapers, the large ones, can depend for their support 
on the backing of large chains and private fortunes. Small com- 
munity newspapers depend on the community. Here in Greenbelt 
as probably nowhere else the newspaper depends for its existencd 
on its community. We believe we have served that community 
Jong and well. We intend to continue serving it to the best of our 
ability. If the community decides that there is no longer a need 
and a reason for our service, we shall cease to exist as a newspaper. 

We are depending in the true cooperative spirit on the voice of 
the community to help our thinking in this crisis, and to aid us tof 
an answer. :

what happens to complaints from 
members and how are they han- 
dled. Ashelman said they were 
brought to his attention and he 
answered them personally, check- 
ing with various managers to as- 
eertain the facts. Zuodkoff said 
that he had dropped 14 forms into 
the suggestion boxes and has never 
received an acknowledgement or 
answer, A visitor present said he 
had never received any answers 
te his complaints. Mrs. Ruth Tay- 
lor, secretary to the general man- 
ager, said that the office had not 
received them. : 

Mrs. Opie Stage said that the 
write-up of her reaction to a board 
discussion of a previous meeting 
had heen erroneously reported. 
Several board members agreed 
with her, while others felt the de- 
scription was justified. It was the 
reporter’s contention that ten dii- 
ferend people covering the same 
meeting would have ten different 
views. 

Bob Voeleckhausen said that re- 
liable newspapers are guilty of in- 
correct statements and exaggera- 
tions. He added that a more fa- 
vorable solution could be werked 
out if the board could select a re- 
porter more sympathetic to the 
board. 

he discussion turned to the cut 
in advertising on the part ef GCS 
as a result of the critical attitude 
of the Cooperator. Mr. Ashelman 
said that individual managers de- 
termine the advertising budgets 
and they did not feel the Coopera- 
tor was an effective advertising 
medium particularly because of 
the negative effects the criticism 
was creating. Only upon board in- 
struction, would he suggest that 
the managers use the Cooperator. 
Henry Walter said that the paper 
had been warped and distorted in 
their presentation of the news and 
their policy followed a distructive 
course. He also said that store 
managers were “only human” if 
they cut their advertising in the 
face of critical attacks. 

Board member, Cal Winegarden 
said that if the advertising had 
been cut because of Cooperator 
criticism, he felt it was “reprehen- 
sible and not in accordance with 
ethics fostering the continuation 
of a free press. 

A motion was made by Martin 
Bickford that the general manager 
and editor meet in conference and 
attempt to work out a solution fa~- 
orable to both sides. This met with 
vehement protest fron: several 
members. Because of the lateness 
of the hour, the motion was tabled 
and a substitute motion submitted 
that the matter of GCS-Cooperator 
relations be referred to the execu- 


tive committee.

Strictly as a balance to 
keep that one of the paper on an 
even keel about our local, co-ops. 

I am glad tnat I didn’t. Sam 
Ashelman’s letter of last week was 
a masterful statement which 
makes a fine prelude to a column 
devoted to the positive aspect of 
co-ops. 

CO-OPS ARE DEMOCRACY IN 
BUSINESS. Now one funny thing 
about democracy is that you can’t 
devote ene election day each two 
or four years to it. You make it 
your business EVERY day. And so 
for cooveratives. 

While it cannot he pretended 
that our local society represents 
the last word in every aspect of 
service, it is still one of the largest 
co-ops in America. Its operations 
are scrutinized by specialists in 
every line It is apparently far jess 
out of line to specialsts who are 
familiar with various operations 
detail, than it is to our local shot- 
gun critics who are unique in that 
they know everything about every- 
thing, but everything. I know peo- 
ple with years of experience who 
would hestiate to make half the 
snap. decisions that our walking 
encyclopedias make. Which proves 
some people will rush in where 
others fear te tread. 

To resume the thin thread of my 
argument—to make any form of 
demorcraecy work, co-ops included, 
you must KNOW. You must have 
the facts. This cannot be done by 
assuming that because you DON’T 
KNOW, you can make any kind of 
harebrained charge that comes to 
mind. 

You can’t run a Cub den that 
way, much less a_ two-million- 
dollar business. What’s the an- 
swer? Knowledge. How obtained? 
By the standard techniques of co- 
operatives: Study groups. By the 
use of, and working with, consum- 
er advisory committees. In other 
words, before you go-KNOW!
